Know your rights 


The Discharged Soldiers Law is a product of the emergency period, 
and as such it has a special character: it is intended to assist the 
discharged soldier on his return to civilian life, or even before he is 
released, but it is not designed to solve all the problem resulting 
from his call-up. 

The Law gives the discharged sokiier priority in various matters, 
but is not intended to produce a complete solution to all his problems, 
nor completely to meet the many needs of so many people, some of 
whose problems are not really the result of the emergency period.

Today /it is instantaneous and this 
has led -to the welding of World 
Jewry into a much more homogen- 
eous bloc in many respects.

The 
latter can be attributed to various 
factors, Including the reduction in 
population in edu- 
tational standards of the non-Jew- 
ish population. But taking into ac- 
Count’ the Jewish aspiration to 
higher learning, the decline ig un- 


and higher learfing are still a 
Source of livelihood for a not in- 
considerable part of the Jewish 
population and Altshuler estimates 
that nine per cent of Russia's Jews 
belong to households supported by 
individuald earning their living in 
scientific work, It is, for example, 
significant that the percentage of 
Jews with the degree of doctor 
among scientific workers in Mos- 
tow is ἀραθι θ᾽ θιαν of the general 
average — showing that they have 
& well-established place in the 
scientific elite, . 

Altshuler also quotes information 
from the Uloaine. that 
Jews there also constitute a higher 
percentage among the scientific 
elite than their numbers warrant. 
But he thinks this is largely the 
result of their great predomin- 
ance in the 1930s and early 1940s 
whereas since the 1950s their ad- 
vance into the elite has been no 
more than their numbers in the 
population. The overall decline, he 
concludes, is due to the increasing 
entry of members of other national- 
ities Into the acientific elite as well 
as to special policies pursued by 
the authorities vis-a-vis the Jews.
